IKe'cruisers Kossta, uroniooi, IXUSIK and 
Bogatyre. The last is a protected cruia- 
tr, and the others are armored cruisers,

iu the Russian navy. Gcnsan is 


about 300 miles southwest of Vladivo- 
stok.

The garrison has been consid- 
erably strengthened and the forts are 
provided with all necessities for more 
than a'year.

- The most 
important factor of public morality is 
marriage. In the attitude of n country 
to this institution can be'found a guage 
to the public morals of that country. 
The United States he avid, is. the coun- 
try of divorces. Within the last twenty 
years over four hundred;thousand -di- 
vorces liavo been obtained, and in the 
twenty years previous to that, .according 
to tho report published by the govern- 
ment thero were three hundred 
and 


seventy-six 'thousand. 
Between 
the 


years ISO" and I8S6 there was nn in- 
crease in the population of this country 
amounting to 00 per cent, with an. in- 
crease in the number of divorces equal 
to 130 per cent. At this rate of increase 
there will in time be more divorced peo- 
ple in this country than married people. 
The Federation of Catholic societies has 
as one' of its main objects, opposition to 
divorce, and tlie securing of legislation 
prohibiting it entirely. - By their social 
activity, the Catholic men of the feder- 
ation aim to crush to a great extent the 
social evil, so prevalent in this country, 
and to further the cause of temperance. 
By tlie cxertiou of their influence, they 
expect to secure the election of the pro- 
pr candidates to important legislative 
positions, men who will not'be actuated 
bv self interest, but will act for the pub- 
lic £00d.

tion of n *mi!f. tlm bandit failed to car- 


ry out his oft-repeated boast that he 


would die before reaching the gallows. 


The hanging of his associate.', GustaV 
Marx and Van Dine quickly followed. 


Although it wns expected at first that 


Neidcnueier would be able to- walk to 


the gullows, with little or no assistance, 
it was found at the last moment tlmt 


he was too -weak. Straps were placed 
over his ankles and just above his knees. 
Ho was then plaeed on a truck and 
wheeled to one of tho lower Iloors ot" tho 
jail, after which he was carried to the 
scaffold and placed in a chair on the 
trap. Ho .was not asked the customary 
question if he had anything to say and 
the rope .waa quickly placed about, his 
neck. He instinctively settled his neck 
into the noose and the trap was sprung. 
The body shot through the trap and for 
twenty minutes after it moved convul- 
sively, tho physicians at first being of 
the opinion that he was strangling 
to 


death, that the rope had been placed too 
low. After examination, however, tho 
physicians announced that his neck had 
been broken. Neidermeier appeared on 
the scaffold weurJng- a red rose but with- 
out a coat. 


Previous lo tho execution nnd during 


the reading of the death warrant Neider- 
inrior matched tho paper from the chief 
deputy's hands and placed it in a pocket 
nnd made, remark* in anger at this time 
nnd once or twice when he was being 
taken to the scaffold. 


,MAT?X' NECK BROKEN. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock Mar\- wns led 


to 
the'scaffold. 
Neatly 
dressed and 


with a white rose as a buttoniere which 
had bpfn given him by his small sister 
the night before. He was pale but his 
ccurago never left him while he stood 
on the scaffold, lit made no statement. 


Two priest* of the Roman Catholic 


church of which Marx

member, accompanied him to the gill- 
lows. Ho repeated the

with 


thorn, kissed a crucifix, after which the 
jailer adjusted tho noose and sprang the 
trap at 11:17. He was pronounced dead 
at 11:34, his neck having been broken. 


Harvey Van Dino was hanged after a 


short interval between that of his com- 
panion Mnrx, but a few days before n 
bitter enemy oi Van Dine, but the best 
of friends ia their last hours of life. 


MET DEATH STOICALLY. 


Incidents in Van Dine's execution were 


sinu'lar to those that characterized the 
execution of Marx. Like Marx, he was 
composed, preceding execution, 


With tiio Catholic priests who had no- 


oompanied Marx, Van llino walked un- 
falteringly to tho scafforl. attired neat- 
ly in black like Marx nnd weaving a 
white waist coat and with a whito roso 
pinned to hi? eoat. 


Van Dine seemed to be even more 


calm than his 
companion Marx, who 


went to dmth ahortly before. Van Dine 
made no statement of any kind while on 
tfcc scaffold, but the prayer which ho re- 
peated with hia spiritual advisers was 
quit* audible. 


With Van Dino's lips still-moving in 


prayer the trap, wiia sprung, at 11:55. 
His neck was broken. 
' HORRIBLE DEA1TI STRUGGLES. 


Bcforo Neidcrmeicr was taken to the 


gallows ha was asked if like his com- 
panions ho wished to accept of the sac- 
raments. ' He answered 
.that-ho cared 


nothing for spiritual advice, and' wished 
no priest among those who would fol- 
low Mm to the gallows. 


When .the .drop fell, tho shroud about 


Ueidormeicr's body fell apart and to the 
onlookers was revealed for twenty min- 
utes horrifying struggles of the desper- 
ado Neldermeior. 


The death of Marx and Van Dine was 


unaccompanied by any similar spectacle. 


A dramatic incident, however, preced- 


ed the execution of Marx and Van Dine.

Deputy Peters said 
after the execution: 


"Niedermeier refused to walk to the 


gallows. He said he could no';. It ivas 
not his physical strength that failed Win. 
It was his mental. His nerve had gone. 
Once 1 put him in the cart he toy there 
helpless and inanimate as though the 
thought of death 
Imd overcome him. 


When he reached the elevator i hnd uiv- 
pn «ii all fear of resistance from him. 
The elevator was crowded with the cart 
so I took him down i;o the first floor 
alone. His nerve remained with him, 
there was none but myself nnd thi elec- 
tor man to resist him. But the man wns 
dead already os far as resistance to the 
law was concerned. He sat in the choir 
on the scaffold, he was wcuic, not from 
lack of strength, but 
his brain 'was 


clouded. He could not think. He could 
not hear. He wns dumb. I asked him 
to get up but he did not lv:ir mo. He 
couldn't L'et un.

With execution so near as to be 


awaited by minutes, Peter Ncidermeier,

The. rooms will 
be thirty-sis feet in height. The capacity 
of the house will be 6000 tons of ice to 
the room or a total of 144,000 tons ot 
Ice. The capacity of this one houso will 
be almost as largo as the capacity of all 
the other ice houses owned by the com- 
pany on different lakes.of the county. 


The house will be n, wonder to the 


ice harvesting world and it will be 2t- 
tcd out with all the most modern appll 
ances for handling the ice from the lake 
and for storing it away in the different 
rooms. Tho house will be'cquipped with 
a series of railway tracks by which cars 
can be loaded from any room in the 
house.

Of course the Russians will 
do all in their power -to render the cross- 
ing ns difficult and expensive as possible, 
but the first decisive engagement will 
occur in Manchuria, where tho Hussions 
believe they will have all the advantage 
of position.

CHINA CAUSES APPREHENSION'. 
PARIS, April 23.—1:40 p. in.—The cor- 


respondent of the Associated Press here 
is informed that China has taken quite 
a definite pro-Japanese 'stand within tho 
last few days. It is said this may in- 
volve serious consequences to the rela- 
tions between Russia nnd China. China's 
action, it is noted followed the report 
that Viceroy Alexieff bad requested the 
retirement of the Chinese troops. It is 
also reported that thn Chinese minister 
at St. Petersburg will be recalled.

thin there was the great diamond 
swindle which had a fame in its day 
throughout the entire lower 
ippi valley; « ease ramifying,- into 
\ilus, ~So\r Orleans and Vioksburg 
It was Franklin who exposed it, ar.(] 
liy the exposurj landed a number of 
audacious swindlers in the penitc*ti- 
nry 
Ho was known to be wealthy 


though he did not practice hia profes- 
sion with that assiduity which be 
•tokens tlie born lawyer. Indeed 
was hardly of pufncient scope for tho 
man's many-sided activity, and thougl 
lie took a very sharp interest in tha 
class of litigation which demands the 
readiness of a resourceful intcllec 
nnd makes unusual demands upon th 
ingenuity, ho very cordially dcispiset 
that, other sort, which inflicts a clul 
drudgery. It was popularly suppose 
that the colonel was interested in 
number of enterprises outside of th 
law, which paid him more handsorael 
•than his profession. In Arkansas h 
owned a plantation which yielded him 
n fine cotton crop every year, and i 
•was said that he had some interest 
in common with his friend John T 
Wright. He came to Nilus about 2 
Tears before the opening of this na 
ratlre, and by his affable manner 
his dash, his decidedly handsome face, 
und the mesmerism, as it were, of 
his "personality, ho was soon success- 
fully launched. Ho happened to win 
nt the start several cases that occu- 
pied notable places in the .popular 
fancy, and this at- once made him 
famous. But his financial success 
dated -from the'tirae when he 'defend- 
ed John T. Wright from the charge of 
murder. In u fit of passion the lat- 
ter hiul killed the overseer of his 
plantation, aud when his anger sub- 
sided nnd hia reason returned 
he 


found himself in a by no means envi- 
able position. Public sentiment was 
against him, and in those days that 
was more potent than the law. While 
the Invisible statute allowed one man 
to kill another for insult or slander, 
it wns often brought to bear with 


silent 'aid 'watchful, and he soon "be- 
oame absorbed in the contemplation 
of some of those who had.arrived.. . 


Franklin also was there and.taking 


a marked interest in the inquest, for 
he talked a great deal with the coro- 


newspaper man 


ourte'ously and laid the book aside. 
"I come to see you," said Warde, 
about the murder of your -friend,

"No: 
nothing tangible;

The popular 
idea wns that Wright had given him 
an enormous fee and that he had al- 
lowed him a share in his own business 
nnd in addition had probably assisted 
lira in embarking in several independ- 
ent enterprises. In any dumber. o«.

At tho time Wright was murdered, 


Franklin was about 40 years old. He 
,wns tall of stature and ho dressed 
•with' srcupulous care. • He was a very 
handsome man, and it was a matter 
of pride with him to groom himself 
veil.

life imprisonment. 


Apprehension of the trio in Indiana 


•was brought about through the boast- 
fulness of Miirx which also caused his 
own undoing. While

ence of liquor he displayed a mazazinc 
revolver of the kind known to have been 
used by the carborn murderers. He as- 
serted 'that the police would never take 
him lilive. 


This came to the notice of Captain 


Scliuottler. Detectives Qiiinn and Bluul 
were detailed to arrest Marx. 


They found him November 20, in a sa- 


loou. W.hen ttbout to take him into 
custody Marx shot and killed Quirm and 
tried to shoot Blaul and escape, but was 
wounded and captured. 


•MARX "PEACHES" OX PALS. 


Several days later Marc, nngeied at 


the failure of his companions to carry 
out a prearranged plan to dynamite the 
police station in which lie was confined 
und secure his release, confessed to the 
murders at the street railway barn and 
implicated Neidermeier nud Van Dine. 
Marx told of other desperate crimes they 
had committed, and involved IXocski. Un- 
til this admission, tho identity of the 
perpetrators had remained a mystery.

The stale introduced expert testimony 
to the effect that Van Dino Avas men- 
tally responsible >v!ien he took part in 
the'deliberately planned crimes. 


A plea for clemency .was made for 


Marx on the ground that his confession 
had led- to the capture of his compan- 
ions.

Four Russian Cruisers Quit 


Vladivostok and Appear 


in Korean Port. 


LA FOLLETTE MADE GAIN 


Japanese Ship, Goyo Maru of 600 Tons, Sent 


to Bottom—Believed Their Mission is to 


Intercept Enemy's Transports— 


Quiet at Port Arthur. 


TOKIO, April 23, 6 p. m.—The Russian 


•Vladivostok squadron after a long per- 
iod of inactivity, suddenly appeared off 
Gensan on the enst coast of Korea, this 
morning and sank the Goyo Maru, a 
Japanese merchant steamer of GOO tons. 


A brief telegram received from Gcn- 


san today says three Kussian cruisers 
had entered the harbor and that, they 
were still there when the telegram was 
seatr" Their arrival created consterna- 
tion in the unprotected Japanese colony 
at Gensan. 


It is thought here in Tokio that this 


Russian naval movement was mnde in 
the hope of intercepting some unprotect- 
ed Japanese troop ships. It is not be- 
lieved that the squadron will remain at 
Gensan long. 


The Vladivostok squadron Consists of 


ihe"cruisers Kossln, uromoDl, liusltc and 
Bogatyre. The last is a protected cniis- 
tr, and the others are armored cruisers, 
the four being among the most power- 
ful 
in the Russian navy. Gensan is 


about 300 railcs southwest of Vladivo- 
stok.

FEEL SECURE FROM HARM. 


PORT ARTHUR, April 24.—(Delayed 


in transmission)—All weak points on 
b'oth the land and seasides here have 
been so strengthened in the last two 
months that the impregnability of Port, 
Arthur is now regarded as absolutely 
assured. The garrison has been consid- 
erably strengthened and the forts arc 
provided with all necessities for more 
than a year. Complete confidence pre- 
vails with the troops, sailors and inhabi- 
tants in the ability ^of the Russians to 
defeat any Japanese attack. 


Remarkable indifference to tha possi- 


bility of attack is shown by the people. 
In fact by day there is little to indicate 
that the town is in a state of siege. The 
band plays on the boulevard, on which 
parades are hold, finely dressed people 
stroll about and groups of children play. 
Restaurants and shops are well p'atron 
ized by customers all day long.-At night, 
however, the ciiy is in profound dark- 
ness IThicii.is. emphasized by the search- 
lights flashing across the roadstead. The 
entrance of "thi2 harbor, although stud 
ded with Japanese wrecks remains per 
fectly. free.

The foundering of the Petropavlovsk

mately fortnightly, the Japanese fire Be- 
comes less vigorous. Their ships remain 
out of range of the batteries and evi- 
dently they do not intend to be drawn 
into,a. battle.

Schulte's orchestra played an overture 
followed by n, selection by a mixed 
choir, which was greatly enjoyed and 
heartily encored. Following this 
Mr. 


Adolph Weber, of the Stecher, Webber 
& Hucttcn Co., made a brief speech, ex- 
plaining tho object of the meeting, and 
introducing the Most Reverend Arch- 
bishop S. G. Mesemer. In concluding his 
remarks Mr. Weber publicly congratulat- 
ed Archbishop Messmer on his elevation 
to the high office he now holds. 
Mr. Weber also mentioned the fact that 
the vast gathering of Catholics present 
had been arranged by the^executive offi- 
cers of the federated societies of Racine 
county, for the purpose of enlightening 
all on the object of the federation.1 


HAVE POPE'S APPROVAL. ' 


Archbishop Messmer then took 
the 


floor. He said in opening, that the fed- 
eration of the Catholic Young Men's so- 
cieties in Italy had recently been warm- 
ly recommended by the Pope and that 
in this fact ,the federation in America 
had a great confirmation of the wisdom 
of their organization. The federation 
has as its objects, not only the welfare 
of the church, but also of the country- at 
large. It .is still opposed, however,^ by 
thousands of Catholics, who do not un- 
derstand its purposes and plans of work. 
There are in this country large numbers 
of Catholic societies,'such as "the Knights 
of Columbus, the 'Ancient Order «f Hi- 
bernians, the Catholic Foresters, and 
many others. These societies in every 
instance have as their chief end the fur- 
therance of the mutual interests of their 
members. The federation of these differ? 
ent orders, on the other hand, has the 
broader, -higher aim, the good of all Ca- 
tholic citizens and tne welfare- of th» 
church, and incidentally, the good of the 
country. - 
, The ohjocl of the foilorat.ion is three 
fold; the promotion mid defcnjc of C» 


tholic interests, the furtherance of pub- 
lic order and morality and. ihe distribu- 
tion of religious instruction and knowl- 
edge. 


. THE DIVORCE EVIL. 


In dealing'with these three heads; 


Archbishop Messmer spoke first of pub- 
lic order and public morality. The most 
important factor of public morality is 
marriage. In the attitude of a country 
to this institution can be found a guage 
to the public morals of that country. 
The United States he said, ia the coun- 
try of divorces. \Vithin ;thc last .twenty 
years over four hundred;thousand 'di- 
vorces have been obtained, and in the 
twenty years previous to that, .according 
to the report published by the govern- 
ment there were three hundred and 
seventy-six 'thousand. 
Between 
the 


years 1807 and 11886 there was. an in- 
crease in the population of this country 
amounting to 00 per cent, with an in- 
crease in the number of divorces equal 
to 130 per cent. At this rate of increase 
there will in time be more divorced peo- 
ple in this country than married people. 
The Federation of Catholic societies has 
as one' of its main objects, opposition to 
divorce, and the: securing of legislation 
prohibiting it entirely. • By their social 
activity, the Catholic men of the feder- 
ation nini to crush to a great extent the 
social evil, so prevalent in this country, 
and to further the cause of temperance. 
By the exertion of their influence, they 
expect to secure the election of the pro- 
pr candidates to important' legislative 
.positions, men who will not be actuated 
by self interest; but will act for the pub- 
lic good. 
.- 


ASK TAXATION RELIEF. 


On the subject of religious knowledge 


and instruction, Archbishop Messmer 
said it is the object of the federation 
to assist its members to live up to their 
religion. He said that although the Ca- 
tholic religion enjoys more privileges in 
the United States than in any other 
country^ there is one important right 
which is denied it. That is the freedom 
from taxation for the support of the 
public schools, to which they.'cannot 
send their children. It is another of the 
objects of the Catholic Federation to se- 
cure this exemption1 from taxation} and 
to have the parochial schools placed un- 
der state supervision and incorporated 
as a, part of the educational system of 
the • cpuntvv.1 


f 


In closing he said that tlie promotion 


and: defense of Catholic interests along 
other lines was a,\ subject so familiar to 
all in his audience as to need no' special 
mention.

THEIR DOOM 


Bandits Niedermeier, >larx and 


Van Dine Pay the Penalty 


of Bloody Deeds. 


first Named Carried to the Scaffold, His Nerve 


Entirely Failing—Other Two Meet 


Death Stoically and Un- 


eventfully.

CHICAGO. April 22.—Compelled, to be ] 


carried to the scaffold, Peter Neirter- 


. nieier, leader of the carbarn bandits, was 
hanged here today at 
10:35 o'clock. 


Weak niHi pale but with n. slight sugges- 
tion of a smile, the bandit failed to car- 
ry out hU oft-repeated boast tlmt he 
would die before reaching the gallows. 
The hanging of his associates, Gustar 
Marx and A'an Dine quickly followed. 
Although it was expected at first that 
Neidenucier -would be able to walk t» 
the gallows, -with little or no assistance, 
it -was found at the last moment that 
he was too weak. Straps were placed 
over his ankles and just above his knees. 
He was then placed on a truck arid 
wheeled to one of the lower floors of tho 
jail, after which he was carried to the 
scaffold and placed in a chair on the 
trap. He was not asked the customary 
question if he had anything to soy and 
the rope .was quickly placed about his 
neck. He instinctively settled his neck 
into the noose and the trap was sprung. 
The body shot through the trap and for 
twenty minutes after it moved convul- 
sively, the physicians at first being of 
the opinion that he was strangling to 
death, that the rope had been placed too 


low. 
After examination, however, the 


physicians announced that bis neck had 
been broken. Neidermeier appeared! on 
the scaffold wearing a red rose but with- 
out a coat. 


Previous to the execution and during 


the reading of the death warrant Neider- 
meier snatched tho paper from the chief 
deputy's hands and placed it in a pocket 
and made, remarks in anger at this time 
and once or twice when he was being 
taken to the scaffold. 


MABX' NECK BP.OKEN. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock Marx was led 


to 
the scaffold. Neatly dressed and 


with a white rose as a. buttoniere which 
had been givpn him by his small sister 
the night before. He was pale but his 
courage never left him while he stood 
en the scaffold. He made no statement. 


Two priests of the Roman Catholic 


church of which Marx had become a 
member, accompanied him to the gal- 
lows. Ho repeated the 
Litany 
with 


them, kissed a crucifix, after which ths 
jailer adjusted the noose and sprang the 
trap at .11:17. He was pronounced dead 
at 11:34, his neck having been broken. 


Harvey Van Dine was hajiged after a 


short interval between that of his com- 
panion Marx, but a few days before a 
bitter enemy of Van Dine, bxit the best 
of friends in, their last hours of life. 


30ET DEATH STOICALLY. 


Incidents in Van Dine's execution were 


similar to those that characterized the 
execution of Marx. Like Marx, he was 
composed, preceding execution. 


With the Catholic priests who had oe- 


oompanicd Marx, Van rfine walked un- 
falteringly to the scafforl. attired neat- 
ly in black like Marx and 
irfisrlng a 


•white waist coat and with a white rose 
pinned to his coat. 


Van Dine seemed to be even more 


calm than his companion Marx, who 
went to death shortly before. Van Dine 
made no statement of any kind while on 
the scaffold, but the prayer which he re- 
peated with his spiritual advisers was 
quite audible. 


With Van Dino's lips still moving in 


prayer the trap, was sprung, at 11:55. 
His neck was broken. 


HORRIBLE DEATH STRUGGLES. 
Before Neidermcicr was taken to the 


gallows he was asked if like his com- 
panions he wished to accept of the sac- 
raments. ' He answered 
that-he eared 


nothing for spiritual advice, and' wished 
no priest among those who would fol- 
low him to the gallows. 
• 


When the .drop fell, the shroud about 


Neidermeier's body fell apart and to the 
onlookers was revealed for twenty min- 
utes horrifying struggles of the desper- 
ado Ncidermeier. 


The death of Marx and Van Dine was 


unaccompanied by any similar spectacle. 


A dramatic incident, however, preced 


eil the execution of Marx and Van Dine. 
When the jailer entered Marx' room: to 
give notice to prepare for the end/Marx 


HOPED TO MEET AGAIN. 


"I want to. see Harvey." Van Dine 


was brought from his room a fi-w steps 


in to ilarx" room. 
AVlieu the two 


men faced each other, Marx said: 


'Harvey, I hope to see you soon, and 


[ 'hink we will meet ag.iin." 


Vnn Dine seemed to be more affected 


Jian Marx. He replied:. 


"I hope so." 
Marx snid: "I am. ready," and went 


to the scaffold with the priests. 


Preparatory to the third execution, 


the rope was tested with a bag of sand. 
It was feared the' strands- might have 
aeeoine weakened by the strain of tho 
two previous hangings. The rope, how- 
ever, was found to be satisfactory. 


ONE CASE LIKE NIEDERMEIEK. 
Only once previously in Chicago lins 


a criminal had to be carried to the scaf- 
fold as Niedermeier was today. 
Chief 


Deputy Sheriff Peters says .iliat Nieder- 
meier was at the end in a- state of col- 
lapse. He says that the man from whom 
violence was feared was almost as help- 
less as an infant. Deputy Peters /said 
after the execution: 


'Niedermeier refused to walk to the 


gallows. He said he could not. It was 
not his physical strength that failed hhn. 
It was his mental. His nerve had gone. 
Once I put him in the cnrt he.lay there 
helpless and inanimate as though the 
thought of death had overcome him. 
When he reached the elevator I had giv- 
en u>> all fear of resistance from him. 
The elevator was crowded with the cart 
so I took him down to the iirst floor 
alone. His nerve remained with him, 
there was none but myself and the eleva- 
tor man to resist him. But the man was 
dead already as far as resistance to the 
law was concerned. He sat in tl>o ubair 
on the scaffold, he was weak, not from 
Jack of strength, but 
bis brain 'was 


clouded. He could not think. He could: 
not' hear. He was dumb. I asked him 
to get up but he did not heir me. He 
couldn't <jet up. So I left the chair on 
the trap. EC was almost o,? strong ns 
he had ever been previously, lie had 
been eating heartily and had practically 
recovered from his wounds. When tho 
crisis came he met death, not like, n, dime 
novel hero, but in a state of collapse." 


AT THE COUNTY JAIL.

The plan, however, 
was abandoned mainly on account of 
Neidermeier's attempt at suicide which 
had left him in n, weakened condition 
and made it advisable that he should be 
hanged alone. A large crowd assembled 
at the jail preceding the hour of execu- 
tion and sought admission, but were 
turned away. Only a limited number 
provided for by law were allowed 
to 


witness the execution of the bandits 
whose careeers with Emil Roeski, im- 
prisoned for life but a few days before, 
were closed at practically the same time. 


Neidermeier continued 
to reject all 


spiritual advice and it seemed that he 
would carry out his idea, of dying an 
atheist. 


LAST MOMENTS IN PRAYER. 


-Jailer Whitman 
said Neidermeier 


would be able to walk to the gallows 
without assistance. 
Marx and Van 


Dine, who had joined th« Catholic faith 
"recently, spent their last hours in read- 
ing, writing and praying, several nuns 
and priests being with them constantly. 


Marx asserted he was feeling fine. His 


sweetheart was the last of his friends 
permitted to visit him. The .men are to 
be hanged separately arid in the follow- 
ing order: 
Neidermeier first, 
then 


Marx, and Van" Dine last. Attorneys 
for Van Dine were trying to see the gov- 
ernor to obtain a stay of execution for 
the bandit, the jailer said, and that was 
why consent was given : to" hang Van 
Dine last. 


It was regarded .as unlikely, however 


that "the governor would interfere as he 
has already refused clemency. 


Dr. McNamara, the jail physician, vis- 


ited all three, of the bandits and said 
their condition under the circumstances 
was alt that could be expected. The 
death warrant was read to Neidermeier, 
and shortly after 10 o'clock the march 
to the ecafforld began.

Chicago Company to Erect One at Powers 


Lake With Capacity of 144.OOO Tons. 
Says the Kenosha. Sews: The JelTor- 


son Ice company the biggest indepondciat 
ice company in Chicago is planning to 
erect a new ice house o* Powers Lake 
which will be the biggest ice hwisc ever 
erected in the world. The building will 
be'nearly twice as large as the Coliseum 
in Chicago and it wiil contain 172,800 
square feet of floor surface. Ifc^will lie 
804 feet in length and two hundred feet 
wide containing twenty-four rooms, each 
room being 36x200 feet. The rooms will 
be thirty-six feet in height. The capacity 
of the house will be 6000 tons of ice to- 
the room or a total of 144,000 tons of 
ice. The capacity of this one hoiiso will 
be almost as large as the capacity of all 
the other ice houses owned by the com- 
pany on different lakes of tho county,. 


The house will be a wonder to the 


ice harvesting world and it will ba fit- 
ted out with all the most modevn appli- 
ances for handling the ice from the lake 
and for storing it away in the different 
rooms. The house will be'equipped with 
a. series of railway tracks by- which cars 
can be loaded from any room in the 
house. 


At tho same time the Jefferson com- 


pany is planning to add three rooms to 
its ice house on. Benedict lake. This 
house now has a capacity of 40,000 tons, 
and the addition of the three roonw will 
give it a capacity of 55,000 tons. These 
two houses will take the entire capacity 
of the two lakes, and it will be unneces- 
sary for the company to increase the 
buildings' for some time to com*. •

impossible of realization. As compared 
with the market quotations of » year 
ago, it is shown that there has been an 
increase in wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, 
eggs, codfish, coffee, molasses, salt, beans 
potatoes, hemlock, leather, cotton 
and 


its manufactures, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
wool, crude and regnod petroleum, ami 
certain other commercial staples. On 
ihe other hand, a decline as cqmpnrect 
with,' a year ago is noted in beef, pork, 
sheep, horses, milk, lard, butter, cheesa, 
rice, peas, lemons, hides, union and oak 
leather, Australian wool, pig iroi>, steel 
billets, tin plates, copper, 
lead, coke, 


nails, glass, quinine, paper, hay, cotton- 
seed, and other items. Out of i07 staple 
articles, of general eonsumption;takeii for 
comparison, 49 are -found to he low,er 
than a year ago, 4.1 are higher, and 17 
are, unchanged. The decline from March 
1 to April .1 this year was found:.to aver- 
age about 1.2 per cent. During March 
42 staples declined, 2:! advanced and 43 
remained stationary. 


Among- the articles advanced cotton 


nnd cotton manufactures are conspicu- 
ous. 
There are tvlso advances in building 


materials, silver; alcohol, hops, rubber, 
and tobacco. Mast of these advances are, 
to a great extent wholly artificial, and. 
nost of them arc likely to be quite tem- 
>tmiry. The decreases are in lines which 
with the exception of cotton goods, enter 
more directly into the average family 
Consumption, so that the conclusion is it 
safe one that the cost of living is, on the 
vhole, declining. How this is interpret- 
d will, of course, depend largely upon 
.lie point of view."

Mr. Burns stated to a 
representative of the Journal that Cor- 
liss is getting to'be the center for the 
worst element of young America thfit 
Milwaukee and Chicago can produce. In 
other words'they are a stfipe of the 
car barn bandits who were hanged yes- 
terday. 


Sometimes ten and twelve of them land 


oft freight trains at that station. They 
care no more for law and order than 
they do where night overtakes them. 
It is their .custom to board the freight 
trains, throw off articles on the way, 
afterwards secure the same, take it into 
Chicago and sell it to junk dealers. Hun- 
dreds of dollars worth of goods have 
been stolen in this way.

MADISON, Vfis., April 23.—The cata- 


logue of the University of Wisconsin for 
the current year now in press, 'shows 
that the total number of students this 
year is 3,151. Tins is ft gain of'281. or 
ten per cent, over tlin enrollment of last 
year. The freshman class numbers 725 
the. largest one in the history of the 
university. The one of the greatest in- 
creases in a single department is that in 
the college of engineering in which 744 
students, are enrolled this year as 
against 585 last year, a gain of 159 or 
27 per cent, 'The college of agriculture 
has increased in attendance from 461 in

chancellor on the face of the ret6rns 
was deprived of the office to which he 
lisd been elevated by one of 
the 


clererest* frauds recorded in the his- 
tory of electoral rascality. Beside 
this, there was the great diamond 
swindle which had a fame in its day 
throughout the entire lower Mississ- 
ippi valley; a case ramifying' into 
>'ilus, No«r Orleans and Vicksbiirg. 
It was Franklin who exposed it, and 
by the exposurs landed a number of 
audacious swindlers in the penitetiti- 
•Ty. He was known to be wealthy, 
though he did not practice hig profes- 
sion with th.at assiduity which be- 
tokens the born lawyer. Indeed it 
•was hardly of. sufficient scope for the 
man's many-eid-ed activity, and though 
Jie took a very sharp interest in that 
class of litigation which demands the 
readiness of a resourceful intellect 
and makes unusual demands upon the 
ingenuity, he very cordially despised 
that other sort which inflicts a dull 
r!rndgery. It was popularly supposed 
that the colonel was interested in a 
number of enterprises outside of the 
law, which paid him more handsomely 
•than his profession. In Arkansas he 
owned a plantation which yielded'him 
a fine cotton crop every year, and it 
•was said that he hnd some interests 
in common with his friend John T. 
Wright. He came to Nilns about 20 
years before the opening of this nar- 
rative, and by his affable manners, 
hia dash, his decidedly handsome face, 
and the mesmerism, as it were, of 
his personality, he was soon success- 
fully launched. He happened to win 
at the start several cases that occu- 
pied notable places in the .popular 
fancy, and this at< once made him 
famous. But his financial success 
dated from the'time when he 'defend- 
ed John T. Wright from the charge of 
murder. In a fit of passion the lat- 
ter had killed the overseer of his 
plantation, aud when his anger sub- 
sided and his reason returned he 
found himself in u by no means envi- 
able position.

Pub- 
lic sentiment was subsequently van- 
quished by the corruption, and Wright 
was acquitted. From that time ou u 
close intimacy existed between the 
client and his lawyer. The popular 
idea was that Wright had given him 
an enormous fee and that he had al- 
lowed him a share in his own business 
and in addition had probably assisted 
Ihn in embarking in several independ- 
ent enterprises. In any rfumber.o" 
fways did the planter show his grati- 
tude for the services rendered him 
*>y the lawyer. 


At the time Wright WAS murdered, 


Franklin was about 40 years old. Be 
was tall of stature and he dressed 
with" srcnpulous care. • He was a very 
handsome man, and it was a matter 
of pride with him to groom himself 
veil. The correctness of his attire, 
the faultless linen, and the rose that 
he always wore in the lapel of his 
coat were all intimately 
connected 


with the suavity and courtliness of 
his demeanor. His hair was partly 
frosted by Time's blighting touch. 
His eyes were small aud "soft and 
brown; 
the 
set 
of 
his 
mouth, 


•hadowed by a small mustache, was 
resolute and masterful, and the gen- 
eral expression of his face was dig- 
nified and gracious. Evidently he was 
a man of resolute nature, whose 
friendship was as valuable as his hos- 
tility would be dangerous. Such a 
xnan seemed to Warde in the nature 
of a special dispensation 
in 
this 


emergency, for he would doubtless 
enter with all his soul into any. efforts 
made to bring the mxtrderer of his 
friend to justice, and it need hardly 
be added that Warde had now become 
u prey to a rather absorbing interest 
in the mysterious crime and had made 
up his mind to unravel it, if that were 
possible.

ness, Herbert. Wright, was called, and 
all heads turned to look at him as he 
made his way to 'the witness stand.

When 
the chief returned to his place he 
whispered something into the ear of 
the coroner, who_listened attentively, 
bowed, and then resumed the proceed- 
ings. 


A .witness was next produced whe 


had seen Herbert Wright in town 
about 6:30 o'clock of the day of the 
murder. The witness was in a saloon 
at the time, had seen Wright enter, 
pour out a very large drink of whisky 
and gulp it down.

After this witness had been ex- 


amined, Warde whispered the chief 
that he considered it a pretty lame 
case against young Wright.

to testify. He told all about his in- 
vestigation of the footprints in the 
snow, but his testimony was received 
with s.smile, and it was evident that 
the auditors looked upon his dis- 
coveries as of'no importance, and con- 
sidered him & harmless young man 
who labored under the impression 
that he was cleverer than other peo- 
ple. Kven Col. Franklin did not ap- 
pear to attach any importance to 
Warde's investigations. So the mys- 
terious arctics walked out of court as 
• joke. 


There was a moment's "pause ere 


the next witness answered the sum- 
mons, and an expectant hush fell on 
the cvowd when Mlrinm Wright, they 
daughter of the deceased, stepped 
into the room. Decidedly her appear- 
ance on the stand was thus far thu 
most interesting event of "the trial. 
Warde studied the face of the young 
woman with not a little curosity, for 
the secluded life which her taciturn 
father had forced hie family to lead 
made her the object of much .specu- 
lative curiosity throughout the com- 
munity.

A visit to Xecksr'n pawn- 
shop revealed the fact that under 
like mysterious; circumstances Wriyht 
had pawned another watch under the 
name of Jowatt, and It was done 
shortly after six o'clock. I obtained' 
from the pawnbrokers the various ar- 
ticles and turned them over to the 
chief." 


The witness ~then identified the ar- 


ticles already offered in evidence as 
those which he had /obtained from 
the. 
pawnbrokers. 


Neckar and the clerk from Rosen- 


Hial's were then introduced, and they 
Identified Wright as the young man 
who under the name of Jo watt; had 
pawned, the watches and other-svrti- N 
cles. 


The -testimony was' completed witli 


the evidence of the sheriff and th« 
chief of police. The material point 
in their testimony was that they, 
with:the permission of Mrs. Wright, 
and in her presence, had gon* 
through all the private papers of her 
husband and had found no will. The 
significance of this fact was, of 
course, brought to the attention of 
the jury by the coroner, who stated 
that in the absence of a will Mr. 
Wright's property would, be divided 
without prejudice between his chil- 
dren, 
and 
consequently 
Herbert 


Wright was-i direct beneficiary by hi» 
father's death.

• The testimony given by the offl- 
cers produced a profound impression 
not only on the jury, but on the 
crowd assembled there. Even Warde, 
who had been - Inclined to entertain 
a belief in Wright's, innocence, waa 
staggered for a moment. It was not 
an easy matter to conceive an ex- 
planation of the damning facts that 
had been'brought to light. As for 
Herbert Wright himself, he seemed 
to be dazed by the chain of circum- 
stantial 
evidence which had been 


wrought around him. His face •was 
a .strong .psychological study, and 
upon it a growing horror depitced it^ 
self. Was it the despair of innocenca •> 
surrounded by a network of appar- 
ently 
unanswerable 
accusations? 


Every bit of testimony seemed to em- 
body a charge. Or was it the stupor 
of guilt detected that appeared in Ills 
lace? 


The -coroner's jury made no at- 


tempt to construct any theory of in- 
nocence, but brought in a verdict 
that the deceased had come to his 
death . from blows and wounds in- 
flicted by his son.

there August 30, 1903. James B. John 
son, a motorman, was also killed; anc 
two persons were wounded. The ban 
dits escaped after having secured $2,- 
240. Kocski was not concerned in this 
crime, but, after the conviction of his 
companions, was trieil, separately for 
one of the murders in which he was the 
principal, 
convicted and sentenced to 


life imprisonment. 


Apprehension of the trio in Indiana 


was brought about through tile boast 
fulness of Marx which also caused his 
own undoing. While under the influ 
encc of liquor he displayed a rnazazine 
revolver of the kind known to have been 
•used by the carborn murderers. He as 
gerted that the police would never take 
him itlive. 


This came to the notice of Captain

wounded and captured.

to bid him farewell. The aged "woman 
seemed frenzied with grief and impotent 
anger when she saw her son broken by 
Ilis attempt .at suicide.

that these"cbntessions" had beeh made 
for notoriety..'. Of the eight known vic- 
tims of the bandits 'four are thought 
to have been killed by Neidermeier;

On January 8, the trial of Neider- 


meier, Van Dine and Marx, who had 
been indicted the .day after the capture, 
began. But little testimony favorable 
to them was offered. No defense at all 
was made for Neidermeier. In the case 
of Van Dine evidence was introduced to 
show that lie had been since birth af- 
flicted with a form of epilepsy, which 
had made him irresponsible at times. 
The state introduced expert testimony 
to the effect that Van Dine was men- 
tally responsible when'.he took part in 
the deliberately planned crimes. 


A plea for clemency .was made for 


Marx on the ground that iiis confession 
had led- to the capture of his compan- 
ions. 


'The case went to the jury March 11, 


and the next day Marx, Neidermeicr and 
Van Dine were found guilty. 'Hanging 
wan the punishment fixed by tlic jury. 


The aged mothers of Mnrx, Neider- 


meier and Van Dine were in court dur- 
ing the progress of the trial as wore the 
widows of some of the men who had 
been slain and there were a mimber of 
impressive incidents connected v ith the 
hearing of the case. None- of the ban- 
dits had reached the age of So years.
